This would 
be a great injustice to them, as the undisputed and uncontradicted evidence in the 
record shows that the fraudulent representations made to the defendant as an in- 
ducement to him to subscribe, were obtained from the officers and agents af the 
company, at its home office in Lynchburg, by their Richmond agents.
